The 15th decennial census of 
the United States will be taken 
during the month of April. The 
enumeration will be made by a 
force of 100,000 enumerators 
who will go from house to house 
and secure the information re¬ 
quired by the census. Every per- 
.son is to be enumerated, as far 
as possible, at his “usual place 
of abode” or the place where he 
usually lives. Where individual 
members of a family are away 
from home at the time the cen¬ 
sus is taken they will be reported 
to the enuemerator by other 
members of the ■ family. 

For cases where it is known 
in advance that the whole fam¬ 
ily will be away from home at 
that time, special provision has 
been made by the Director of the 
Census in the form of an ab¬ 
sent family schedule which is to 
be filled out by .some re.sponsi- 
ble member of the family in ad¬ 
vance of the census date and 
transmitted to the local Super¬ 
visor of the Census. A copy of 
this schedule can be secured by 
application to Mr. C. E. Cheno- 
weth, 311 East Broadway, Glen¬ 
dale, California, who is the Cen¬ 
sus Supervisor for this district. 

Families planning to be away 
during the month of April, leav¬ 
ing the home closed or with no 
one in charge who is qualified to 
give the census information to 
the enumerator, are uregd to ob¬ 
tain one of these schedules at 
once and to fill it out and send 
it to Mr. Chenoweth at the ear¬ 
liest po.ssible date. Or if the 
house is left incharge of a ser¬ 
vant who will be sure to be at 
home when the enumerator calls, 
the schedule

I people and a group of Congre-

j together. Indeed the lives and 
teachings of these former lead¬ 
ers have left as our g^uide these 
words: “More truth will yet 
spring from Thy Word.” It 
would indeed be disrespect for 
j us to forget these words. 

I Parential honor Is a mutual 
I affair. It requires that the par- 
j ents be worthy of honor, it re- 
' quires that the children put away 
I cock-sure attitudes and arrogant 
ideas which puts in the discard 
everything that is marked by age. 
Every age has made some prog¬ 
ress but every age has built on 
the foundations of the past. 

And so we ask; how can 
a child honor his parent? What 
Is honor to parents? 

In the first place have respect 
for their experience, re.spect for 
their past life, its struggles and 
victories. 

The child of an emigrant may 
be far ahead of his parent in 
learning but how about the cour¬ 
age and idealism which brought 
him over?

This 
does not mean that they must be 
present at all times, or join in 
every party and expedition al¬ 
though that is splendid if possi¬ 
ble. But it means to allow them 
in narrative. In picture, by souv¬ 
enir, by records of various kinds, 
[to live in imagination the lives 
of their children. Parents live 
their later lives largely in and 
for their families. They want 
to join in their successes and 
problems as well as in their de¬ 
feats. 

Another way Is to train our¬ 
selves to realize that our obli¬ 
gations are more than voluntary, 
and that they have come to us 
without our cooperation. I know 
many people feel that only such 
responsibilities are obligations 
which are voluntarily assumed.

Ireland. She studied vocal music 
, under Miss Jessie Soga in Glas- 
I gow, the daughter of Tioga Soga, 

\ the first converted African chief, 

; who was trained in Milan, Italy, 

’ and ranked among the leading 
vocalists of the country. She also 
; studied under Madam Grace Win¬ 
ter, of the London Academy of 
Music. 

Upon returning to America 
Mrs. Moore entered Community 
Service work in establishing "’The 
Center” in Washington, D. C., un¬ 
der the National Baptist Board, 
and co-operating with the Howard 
' University departments of sociol- 
; ogy and theology. During the 
jwar she acted as a worker under 
‘the National War Work Council 
of the Y.W.C.A. in the famous 
' "Old Hickory” powder plant in 
1 Jacksonville, Tenn.

In tho.se early days he had an 
intimate association witli Senator 
Fairbank.s, later vice pre.sident 
Theodore Roo.sevelt, ex-President 
Harrison, Tom Reed, speaker of 
the house; .Senator Tom Platt, 
boss of New York; Matt Quay 
boss of Pennsylvania, Wm.

For a few yea>-s ‘‘I.arry” re¬ 
tired from leportorial work to 
become editor of the Post. He

"Larry” Go.shorn’s political a.s- 
tutene.ss had its greatest admirer 
in Senato ■ Boise Penrose of Pen¬ 
nsylvania, for many years the 
leader of the Republican party.
